Since the creation, man has had 
the privilege of walking with God. 
After Adam and Eve had _ been 


created and placed in the beautiful 
place known as “The Garden of Eden,”

There were the beautiful trees, flow- 
ers, vegetation, and the beasts, such 
as cattle and sheep; and the wild 
animals, which were the bears and 
lions, also the innocent little birds to 
sing and make melody.

This seems the most wonderful thing 
in all the world te me—for man’s 
Creator to come down and “walk with 
him”! 

It is a great pleasure to us to have 
our earthly fathers come to see us. I 
remember a little more than a year 
ago, when my father came from the 
middle West to visit my younger 
brothers and myself—how I did enjoy 
taking a walk with him! So man, in 
the beginning, must have enjoyed the 
presence of his Heavenly Father, until 
he transgressed; then he had fear. 
And when he heard the voice of his 
Father, he tried to hide himself 
among the trees. I remember when I 
was a boy, and when I would do things 
that I knew father did not approve of

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THE SAVIOR’S TRIUMPHAL ENTRY 
INTO JERUSALEM ON PALM SUNDAY 





Text.—“Blessed be the king that cometh in the 
name of the Lord.”—St. Luke 19:38

Palm Sunday, the Sunday before 
Easter; so called in commemoration 
of our Savior’s triumphal entry into 
Jerusalem, when the multitude strew- 
ed palm branches in the way. For 
several years I have been very much 
impressed with this subject, and for 
years I seldom fail to preach on this 
occasion each year. 

On Christmas the eyes of all Chris- 
tians are turned toward Bethlehem of 
Judea. On Good Friday some hold ser- 
vices on the hour our Savior was said 
to have hung on the cross. They close 
their places of business and do not 
allow their children to even attend 
school on that day. 

For Easter we have sermons and 
articies written on the resurrection, 
but I seldom hear or read anything 
on Palm Sunday. On Palm Sunday 


morning our blessed Lord entered 
Jerusalem in triumph. The word 
“triumph” here should not be over- 


looked. (Triumph means to obtain a 
victory over, to prevail over, to con- 
quer; also to cause to triumph, to 
celebrate victory with pomp, to rejoice 
over success, to exalt in an advantage 
gained). 

He came to His royal capitol as a 
King, in fulfillment of the prophet’s 
words, “Rejoice greatly, O daughters 
of Zion. Shout, O daughters of Jeru- 


thee. He is just and having salvation, 
lowly, and riding upon an ass, and 
upon a coit, the foal of an ass.” We 
shall presently see how this prophecy 
was fulfilled, “And a kingly way was 
prepared for his entrance, and a king- 
ly welcome given him.” This striking 
event in the life of our Savior should 
be viewed in connection with th» 
scenes that immediately followed the 
“hosanna” of Sunday, contrasted with 
the “away with him” of Friday. This 
should take deep and mysterious hold 
upon the hearts and judgment of men. 
Christ was the King of Israel! He in- 
herited the throne thru Joseph, His 
legal Father. Matt. 1:16; Luke 2:4. 
This throne is said to have been va- 
cated six hundred and thirty years 
until the time of Christ’s triumphal 
ride into Jerusalem, which also ful- 
filled other prophecy, viz., the six- 
teenth week of Daniel. Dan. 9:24-27. 

As we go to chureh in the Spring 
sunshine, we should realize that it 
was at a time like this, and on such 
a day that our blessed Lord came into 
Jerusalem to die for the sins of the 
world. We are told by good authorities 
that it was on the evening of Satur- 
day that our Lord reached Bethany. 
On the same day, Saturday, He was 
said to have healed blind Bartimeus 
at Jericho. Doubtless they spent the 
night at the home of Lazarus, whom 
He raised from the dead, and the 
happy crowd went on to Jerusalem in 
the morning. The raising of Lazarus 
from the dead furnished the most ab- 
sorbing topic of conversation through- 
out the neighborhood, and the stran- 
gers now flocking to the Holy City 
(Jerusalem; to celebrate the feast of 
the passover, would be glad to hear 
all they could concerning the raising 
of Lazarus. According to St. Luke 
19:11 a report had gone forth that the 
kingdom should immediately appear. 
This having spread abroad caused an 
Expectation and curiosity to be 
wrought up to the highest pitch. So 
the little town of Bethany (known as 
Quiet Bethany) soon was swarming 
with strangers and inhabitants of 
Jerusalem. Only about two miles away 
they had heard of the arrival of the 
Nazarene prophet. Doubtless many 
came, not only to see Jesus, but the 
living evidence of His wonderful pow- 
er in the person of Lazarus, the broth- 
er of Mary and Martha. 

Early on the Palm Sunday morning 
our Lord’sent two of His disciples not 
very far away where two roads met, 
where they were to find an ass tied. 
her colt with her, which they were 
to bring to Him. The owner willingly 
gave his consent when he knew the

purpose of the Master’s need. Kings 
approaching their royal capitol, rode 
in triumphal procession, attended with 
pride and pomp, but the meek and 
lowly Savior, even in His triumph, 
there was to be nothing which could 
demonstrate human pride. In accord 
ance with the prediction of Zechariah, 
He made His entrance into Jerusalem 
riding upon an ass, as_ these quiet 
creatures seemed to be preferred by 
those of peaceful pursuit, more than 
the noble warhouse, as best suited for 
a solemn occasion. Emphasis is laid 
upon the fact that the ass selected for 
our Savior was one whereon yet never 
man sat. St. Mark 11:2. It was a happy 
day for Bethany when the enthusias- 
tic procession began its march, pass- 
ing along the usual highway for 
travellers over the southern end of 
the Mount of Olives, and then by the 
desert, down to the place where the 
Kidron was being crossed: The throng 
seems to have increased by the time 
the Savior entered Jerusalem, and 
when the moving mass ascends the 
brow of the Mount of Olives, another 
great company could be seen coming 
from the city, and joined the advanc- 
ing multitude. The excitement broke 
forth, some gathered up palm branches 
(such as they were accustomed to

fifth or some other portion? This man | 
Jacob knew nothing of the law _ of) 
Moses. He lived about three hundred | 
years before the law was given. Why | 
did these men pay tithes? Way bact: | 
in the beginning of man’s journey | 
here upon this earth, God must have | 
given him the law of tithing. I don’t | 
believe that tithing any more had its | 
beginning at Mt. Sinai than did the | 
Sabbath. The Sabbath did not origi- 
nate with the giving of the law. The 
fourth commandment reads, ‘““Remem- 
ber the Sabbath day to keep it holy.” 
We see that the Sabbath has been 
observed ever since the time of crea- 
tion. One seventh of it belongs to God. 
We see tithing did not come with the 
law of Moses, but was practiced be- 
fore Moses was born. We do not find 
one phrase or one word in the New 
Testament where Jesus or the apos- 
iles ever, in any way, abrogated the 
law of tithes. In Matt. 23:23 we hear 
Jesus say in speaking of tithing, 
“These ought ye to hove done.” So we 
see that Jesus Himself set His ap- 
proval on tithing.

With impatience and indigna- 
tion they said, ‘“Hearest thou what 
they say?”

“Have ye never read, Out of the mouth 
of babes and sucklings, thou hast per- 
fected praise?” Some of the Pharisees 
turned away in silence, being discom- 
fitted and said among’ themselves,

It was on Palm Sunday that our 
Lord visited the temple at Jerusalem. 
St. Mark tells us He looked around 
upon all things.

That is, in so 
great a city He found no one to invite 
Him to their dwelling place, but dwelt 
in a little village (Quiet Bethany), 
with Lazarus and his sisters.

You noticed the week which began 


- with hosannas and thrilling shouts of

The apostles could not turn aside 
from the ministry of the Wiord and 
prayer to regulate this, but only gave 
instructions as to what should be 
done. Noted commentators have de- 
cided that those Grecian widows were 
not actual widows as we term widows 
to-day, but were wives of ministers, 
who were away from home preaching 
the Gospel. These perhaps were those 
helped by the church, under Paul’s 
direction. Any way the bounty was 
passed to the elders at Jerusalem, 
those of the ministry. But the main 
thought we need to establish is God’s 
plan of equally distributing the bur- 
den of financing the support of our 
ministers to-day. Every Christian 
should tithe his income for in not do- 
ing so he is robbing God. Our text 
Says, The tithes is the Lord’s. Then
